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DIVERS DISCOVER 
SUNKEN HULL 0 
JAPANESE FERRY 


KOBE, Japan, Jan. 28 (AP) 
—Japanese divers today found 
the sunken hull of the ferry- 
boat Nankai Maru in 120 feet 
‘lof water in the Inland sea. 

Six bodies believed to be from 
thé missing 170 passengers and 
crewmen were drifting in the 
area. 


The ferryboat was lost in 
storms Sunday and Monday 
that left Japan with 311 per- 
sons dead or missing in 23 
known ship wrecks. The Jap- 
anese coast guard sald 22 other 
vessels were lost, damaged or 
sunk along the Pacific and In- 
land sea coasts. 


The coast guard said the 
sunken Nanki Maru was found 
three. miles west of Awaji 
island in the treacherous Kii 
strait separating Awaji from 
the larger Shikoku island. One 
of nearly 200 fishing boats | 
dragging the strait 300 miles 
southwest of Tokyo discovered 
the wreck.

The wreck and bodies lay 
roughly along the course the 
496-ton inter-island ferry was 
taking across the 38-mile strait 
Sunday when it radioed the 
single word “danger,” then dis- 
appeared in an 85-mile-an-hour 
windstorm. 

Coast Guard officials be- 
lieved the two-year-old radar- 
equipped ship suddenly cap- 
sized or broke up in the moun- 
tainous waves.

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Too Short a Step 


There is a paradox, if not a contradiction, in 
the recommendations for educational aid made 
by President Eisenhower to Congress. Quite 
correctly, the President said that immediate de- 
velopments in the scientific aspects of national 
security depend on those already educated to 
cope with these problems. Also correctly, Mr. 
Eisenhower said that “if we are to maintain our 
position of leadership,” far-reaching improve- 
ments in our educational system must’ be made. 
Yet he suggested only a relatively narrow, four- 
year plan of which he himself said: 

“This is a temporary program and should not 
be considered a permanent federal responsi- 
bility.” 

It is true, as the President said, that primary 
interest in education should be taken by “‘cit- 
izens and parents acting in their own communi- 
ties, school boards, city councils, teachers, prin- 
cipals, school superintendents, state boards of 
education, state legislatures, trustees and facul- 
ties of private institutions.” Yet if education 
is so closely linked to national security, is it not 
also a major national concern?

Mr. Eisenhower's specific recommendations 
are those already announced by the Secretary 
of Health, Education and Welfare, and the Na- 
tional Science Foundatioh. They include the 
granting of 10,000 college scholarships a year 
for the next four years, a lesser number of 
graduate fellowships, and grants for the expan- 
sion of graduate school facilities. He would also 
have the Government help in the testing of 
pupils so that scientific talent may be uncov- 
ered, and to help in a limited way in the im- 
provement of the teaching of mathematics, the 
sciences: and foreign languages in high schools. 


This is a step in the right direction; but it is 
a short step. There is a question, of cour’se, just 
how much money can be usefully absorbed by 
the schools in the near future since, as Dr. 
Detlev W. Bronk, president of the National 
Academy of Sciences and former president of 
the Johns Hopkins university, has said, we have 
an inadequate number of competent teachers. 
Good teachers cannot be prepared overnight, 
especially not when there is a problem of who 
will teach the teachers. 

The situation, however, is not all black. If 
the average quality of our schools at all levels 
is not what it should be, we nevertheless do have 
a goodly number of schools with high standards; 
and the Government can exert its influence to 
raise standards everywhere. But this implies a 
continuing effort. 

- . e 

It is regrettable that President Eisenhower 
did not necommend, as in the past, funds for 
school construction. A _ sufficient number of 
classrooms is fundamental. Throughout the 
nineteenth century and well into this century, 
the Government made a substantial contribu- 
tion to the support of schools, primary, sec- 
ondary and advanced, especially in the form 
of land grants. Such a recognition of national 
responsibility now seems more necessary than 
ever. But education needs more than money, 
In Senator Fulbright’s words: 


Not only should we provide more money 
for education as a whole but we should also 
reform our basic ideas about elementary 
and secondary education. We must empha- 
size the rigorous training of the intellect 
rather than the gentle cultivation of the 
personality which has been so popular in 
recent years. 


If we are to play the role of a leader 
among nations, in truth if we are to retain 
our independence, we must have men and 
women who can read, write and speak 
effectively and who understand thoroughly 
the world in which we live. Céurses in life- 
adjustment and co-ed cooking will not do 
the job. Mathematics, languages, the nat- 
ural sciences and history must once again 
become the core of the curriculum, and a 
way must be found to induce the students 
to study, preferably by inducing a desire 
to learn. Intellectual discipline is essential 
to our purpose. 

The President’s message shows awareness of 
this need, but it does not accept full national 
responsibility for meeting it.

Not By Default 


The very basis of our two-party system is that 
each party shall nominate candidates to afford 
the voters a choice at the polls, When the Re- 
publicans fail to enter a candidate against Con~ 
gressman Price of East St. Louis they deprive 
the voters of the choice which makes an elec- 
tion meaningful. No matter how well Mr. Price 
may serve his district of Madison and St. Clair 
counties, he is not above running to retain the 
office he occupies. Since no Republican filed 
for the April primary to oppose the Democratic 
incumbent, it will -be up to the Republicans to 
nominate by a write-in vote—if an alternative 
is to be offered. For the health of the two-party 
system, a strong alternative ought to be pro- 
vided on the ballot.

At Harwell and Los Alamos 


The progress toward ¢ontrolled fusion of 
atoms which has been announced by Great Brit- 
ain and the United States ought to be an occa, 
sion for unmixed rejoicing. Here is the most 
buoyant hope yet disclosed in a scientific adven- 
ture of which it has been said that it “may well 
be the most important in the history of mankind.” 

The rewards which this adventure may offer are 
quantities of electric power as large and inex- 
haustible as the oceans, fueled at less than 1 per 
cent the cost of coal, and without the troubling 
problems which atomi¢ fission power presents 
in the disposal of deadly radioactive waste. 

Perhaps also among the rewards will be & 
ship in which man can journey through inter- 
stellar space, as Dr. James L. Tuck, head of the 
thermonuclear team at Los Alamos, predicts. 

The lift which the advance announced from 
Harwell and Los Alamos should have given to 
the human spirit has been limited by the pe- 
cullar circumstances surrounding the disclosure. 
Official announcement came as something of an 
anti-climax, since the results at Harwell first 
became public knowledge as long as four months 
ago. Over it there hung, furthermore, the shadow 
of dissension between our country and Britain. 

So ineptly has the whole matter been han- 
died from the United States end that it has at 
last become less a matter for unmixed rejoicing 
than for American chagrin and discomfiture. 
There is distressing evidence that Chairman 
Strauss of the United States Atomic Energy 
Commission held back the announcement all this 
time to keep it from appearing that the British 
had got ahead of us. 

The Manchester Guardian, for example, com- 
mented: “It is unfortunate that an unpleasant 
competition of a political kind has been allowed 
to confuse .. . the results... . There is some re- 
sentment among British scientists that it has 
not been possible to make public details of the 
experiments . . . long before this. It is under- 
stood that the (British) Atomic Energy Author- 
ity was ready to do this at the beginning of 
October. . . . It remains difficult for scientists 
in this country to understand why important 


ta 
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scientific results like (these) should have be- 
come important in an exercise in public rela- 
tions.” If the British achieved fusion in the lab- 
oratory first, as the known facts indicate they 
did, we should not only have been willing for 
them to announce it promptly but also eager to 
give credit where it was due. 

As a nation we have neither honored ourselves 
nor advanced our prestige in the world by our 
clumsy handling of this affair. But no matter 
what pettiness and bungling have occurred in 
government, the scientific community has 
worked new wonders and seems on the edge of 
working still newer and more wondrous ones, 
for which our admiration and expectancy can 
be unreserved. '

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Yes and No in Ankara 


, From a Baghdad Pact member's point of view, 
the ready reply to Secretary. Dulles’s promise 
of military support is obvious. When Mr. Dulles 
says the United States would send “mobile 
power of great force” to protect member na- 
tions from any Communist ihvasion, those mem- 
bers are’ entitled to ask: “Then why don’t you 
join the pact?” 

Wrapped up in the answer are somé of the 
imponderables that make Middle East policy so 
difficult. Basically the United States does not 
join the Baghdad Pact because to do so would 
further outrage the Middlé East nations that 
stand outside it, and would further complicate 
our relations with Israel. In other words, any 
military advantages gained by full American 
membership might be offset by political digad- 
vantages in Egypt and Syria, Lebanon, Jordan 
and Israel, perhaps even India. So our leader- 
ship is forced into the unwelcome position of 
acting like a full military ally while refraining 
from signing the formal papers. 

This is only another way of saying that the 
Baghdad pact, though useful and necessary, is 
by no means the whole answer to our require- 
ments for a Middle East policy. Mr. Dulles 
emphasized this himself when, after making his 
military pledges at the opening of the Ankara 
conference, he: dwelt heavily on economic aid 
and urged the pact members to strike a proper 
balance between military and economic efforts. 
The fact is that the present Soviet threat to the 
Middle East is much more political and eco- 
nomic than it is military. Western policy in 
the region should be concentrated in those 
fields, but is to some degree handicapped by 
our connection with a military pact which many 
Arabs believe to be a remnant of colonial inter- 
vention. 

Perhaps the difficulty is only another manifes- 
tation of the truth that today military pacts, 
necessary though they are as a shield, do not 
supply creative answers to our and the world’s 
needs. Constructive diplomacy must move be- 
yond them to grapple with the great problems 
of peace and advancing welfare. 
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Get the Inquiry Started 

One by one members of the House Interstate 
Commerce Committee are disclaiming any inten- 
tion of sidetracking the subcommittee investiga- 
tion into alleged improprieties in the federal 
regulatory agencies. The chairman of the parent 
committee, Congressman Harris of Arkansas, 
now proposes a full inquiry to determine 
whether the allegations against agency commis- 
sions are true or false. 

Certainly there can be no. complaint against 
Mr. Harris's proposal to establish wrongdoing 
if it has been practiced, or, if there has been 
no wrongdoing to exonerate the commissioners. 
That is precisely the course to be followed. 
What was genuinely disturbing was the apparent 
pressure to sidetrack the inquiry which Con- 
gressman Moulder of Missouri was charged with 
conducting. 

The six agencies to be looked into—the 
Federal Communications Commission, the Fed- 
eral Power Commission, Fedefal Trade Com- 
mission, Securities and Exchange Commission, 
Interstate Commerce Commission and Civil 
Aeronautics Board—play too important a role 
in our government and handle sums too large 
for undue influence to rule their decisions. 

Let's ignore the reé¢riminations for the pres- 
ent. Let's get the investigations started. It will 
be evident enough if punches are being pulled.

A Road-Building Office 

One of the most important posts to be filled 
by Gov. Blair this year will be that of Highway 
Commissioner. The term of J. G. Morgan of 
Unionville expired last Dec. 1, and the Highway 
Commission must lose its vice chairman. 

Missouri just now is getting well into its share 
of the vast new federal road program. Most of 
the work of building big superhighways through 
the state has yet to be done, and millions will 
be spent on that as well as on the state’s own 
10 year road program, ‘Thus the four highway 
commissioners face grave responsibilities. 

What qualifications should the next member of 
the commission possess? He must be, as Mr. 
Morgan is, a Republican, for the commission is 
constitutionally bipartisan. He should be, as 
newspaper publisher Morgan has been, free of 
ties to special interests in road building and 
devoted»to the public welfare. 

A man’s profession does not necessarily bar 
him from the post, of course. But a lawyer or 
real estate man may have clients interested in 
highway policy, and executives of construction 
or cement or oil companies have a direct interest. 

Missouri's Highway Commissions have gener- 
ally been distinguished by independent judg- 
ment in which engineering standards carried 
far more weight than politics or particular inter- 
ests. Gov. Blair's task is to find a new commis- 
sioner to carry on the tradition. 
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Quarles Advises the Military 

Deputy Secretary of Defense Donald A. 
Quarles gave some excellent advice at the 
graduation exercises of the Armed Forces Staff 
College when he called on military men to “sep- 
arate themselves from the political arena” and 
to accept the policy direction of their civilian 
superiors. 

There has been too much tendency in recent 
years to form cabals and to assist pressure 
groups. The Air Force, in particular, should 
be circumspect in these matters, since it is tied 
up so closely with one of the nation’s major 
industries. It has been an offender more than 
once. It has just come out on the losing end of 
a fight to corner the outer space realm for 
itself instead of yielding it to the President's 
new Advance Research Projects Agency. 

Altheugh military men summoned before a 
Congressional committee certainly must answer 
questions to the best of thefr ability, there have 
been instances in which they have gone off on 
tangents in their eagerness to push their own 
views. 

The hearings have scarcely gotten under way 
in this session of Congress. What Mr. Quarles 
said should be heeded by those military men 
who are certain to be called as witnesses and 
also by those who would make cat's paws of 
their comrades in inter-service rivalry. . 
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Billboard Boys Running Scared Between Book Eile: 


Advertisers Ready for Fight on Roadside Controls 
An Editorial in Nature Magazine 


There is a phrase, ‘running scared,” 
often used in tical circles. It 
means that the candidate or the party 
doubt their popularity with the electo- 
rate and are overlooking no bets that 
will help them to win. 

That the outdoor advertising indus- 
try is “running scared” is indicated in 
the report of the mid-November meet- 
ing of the Outdoor Advertising Asso- 
ciation of America in New Orleans. 
Advertising Age, reporting on this 
meeting of the industry's tratle asso- 
ciation, Says.that the industry “is pull- 
ing out all the stops in its battle for 
survival.” 

According to the story from New 
Orleans, the industry adopted a “new 
and stronger revised code of practices 
for standard outdoor advertising,” and 
puts its O K on a public relations pro- 
gram “to cost about $300,000.” 

We have not seen the “stronger 
code,” but the trade journal of the 
advertising business says that the 
code provides that “outdoor operators 
will build displays in rural areas along 
highways only where other business 
exists or is permitted.” 


The italics are ours and are used 
because they emphasize the peren- 
nial joker in outdoor’s “codes.” Unless 
a site is specifically zoned against busi- 
ness it is fair game. Advertising Age 
observes that the new code “presum- 
ably would ban any outdoor signs on 
the new interstate highway system, 
except in areas that are zoned for 
business by state or local govern- 
ments.” This is a presumption that 
certainly cannot be based upon past 
performances, and effective zoning 
has lagged seriously. 

Especially interesting is the adver- 
tising weekly’s summary of the pub- 
lic relations program outlined for the 
industry by its public relations agency. 
This would be a “crash program,” a 
relatively new phrase in advertising 
vernacular, meaning, we gather, that 
it will crash through eyery opposition 
with brainwashing techniques. 

A lobbyist would be hired “to con- 
tact members of Congress and present 
the outdoor industry’s story.” There 
is nothing reprehensible about lobby- 
ing, and it is certainly the industry's 
right, but this item emphasizes the 
importance of telling the other side 
of the story—and there are two sides, 

An experienced individual would be 
retained to co-ordinate the outdoor 
industry's activities with “other seg- 
ments of the advertising field.” This 
is an obvious attempt to convince all 
media that they are being attacked, 
ignoring the fact that opposition to 
the billboard arises from its special 
kind of offensiveness when improper- 
ly placed, and the roughshod tactics 
of the industry in the past. 


Another part of the public relations 
program would be to employ an expe- 
rienced highway engineer “to contact 
and talk to state highway officials.” 
This recognizes the fact that more 
and more state highway officials real- 
ize the deteriorating effect of outdoor 
advertising on the highways they have 
built, and have a growing conviction 
that control is necessary. 

Another member of the “crash” 
staff would be hired to contact public 
service groups. It was pointed out to 
the meeting that “these groups, which 
receive much free board space yearly, 
could be good friends and porters 
of the outdoor field if they knew all 
the facts.” This is, of course, merely 


the ‘often-used device of pulling the 
strings attached to free space donated 
oy the industry “in the public serv- 
ce.” 

Still another item is the emploay- 
ment of two women to contact wom- 
en's organizations. This is in recogni- 
tion of the widespread opposition to 
the rural billboard among such power- 
ful groups. Beware, ladies, of charm- 
ing Greeks bearing gifts of glibness. 

In connection with the relationship 
of outdoor advertising to safety of 
travel at high speeds, the industry 
will finance a three-year traffic study 
of this relationship. No industry-fi- 
nanced study will ever prove the real 
facts, it is just not in the nature of 
man to bite the hand that feeds him. 
The only way in which the safety 
question—and it is a vital one—will 
be resolved is through an impartial 
study by highway and traffic experts,

The O.A.A.A. reaffirmed its oppo- 
sition to any federal control- and its 
insistence that it.is willing to be gov- 
erned by state and local regulations.

Its success in 
preventing local and state control has 
been amply demonstrated in the past. 
The industry is deeply fearful of any 
federal legislation for control of out- 
door advertising. 


The meeting in New Orleans was 
addressed by Senator Robert S. Kerr, 
member of the Senate Committee on 
Public Works and consistent outspok- 
en opponent of any regulation of out- 
door advertising. Advertising Age 
quotes the Senator as saying: “The 
purpose of advertising is to build good 
will. Some people don’t seem to know 
that you can’t afford:to alienate the 
public’s taste.” The odd thing about 
this statement is that Senator Kerr 
is solidly in the outdoor industry's 
camp, yet he gives birth to two sen-

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Teamwork Was Perfect 


THE EVEREST-LHOTSE ADVENTURE, 
~<A Eggler. (Harper, 222 pgs. 


This is an account of the successful 
Everest expedition of 1956 organized 
by the Swiss Foundation for Alpine 
Research, of which Albert Eggler was 
the leader, It was a most efficiently 
executed climb. There were no “in- 
cidents,” though there was plenty 
“sticky” climbing. Teamwork was per- 
fect. Their oxygen apparatus, “light- 
est used till now in the’ Himalaya,” 
proved its indispensability. The “‘sav- 
agely sculptured” summit of Lhotse, 
Everest’s 27,890-foot neighbor, was 
dangerously small (“Every movement 
we made was a dangerous operation”), 
but Luchsinger and Reiss, the vic- 
torious teammates, spent three quar- 
ters of an hour on it, making some 
of the superb photographs that docu- 
ment the climb and its happy culmi- 
nation. 


There are more exciting accounts 
of various expeditions in this extreme- 
ly specialized form of recreation and 
research, but this unembellished 
chronicling of the first Swiss triumph 
over an 8000-meter peak and a double 
triumph on Everest (the second pair 
of climbers spent two full hours on 
the summit, in miraculously quiet 
air) is worth the time of anyone who 
is stirred by the sport about which 
Bonatti, the Italian climber, has said, 
“I climb mountains because I am 
afraid of them, and conquest of fear 
is one of man’s greatest needs.” 


Albert Eggler led a research expe- 
dition. His book reports on the moun- 
taineering aspects of the venture, 
which was triply successful. For their 
success, the expedifion’s members 
were deeply thankful; and to their 
thanks, in Albert Eggler’s words, “was 
added the knowledge that the finest 
and rarest days of our life lay be- 
hind us.” The reasons for this last 
statement emerge quietly but mem- 
orably from this well-told story.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (UP) 


The Rev. Dr. Truman B. Douglass Denies'—The White House announced 


today that President Eisenhow- 
'er will fly to Kansas City, Mo., 


tomorrow to attend brief fu- 
neral services for his brother, 
Arthur, who died Sunday night. 
The President will be accotn- 
panied by his brother Dr. Mil- 
ton Eisenhower, president of 
Johns Hopkins University. 

They will arrive at the Kan- 
sas City Municipal Airport, 
where they will meet another 
brother, Earl, of La Grange, 
lll. The White House said it 
did not appear likely that the 
third brother, Edgar, would 
come from his home at Ta- 
coma, Wash. 

Mrs. Mamie Eisenhower will 
not go to the funeral. The three 
Eisenhower brothers will drive 
from the Kansas City airport 
to the Arthur Eisenhower re$i- 
dence to pay their respects to 
the family. 

The service is expected to 
last only about 20 minutes. The 
President will leave immedi- 
ately afterward for the airport 
and take off for Washington. 
He is expected to be back at 
the White House by 7 p.m.

MARGUERITE PIAZZA was a Metropolitan Opera 
singer and her fans accepted her as such. Because of her 
name, many of them assumed she was foreign born, and

“It must 
be livin’ in Memphis because we don’t have an ac- 
cent in New Orleans, though I can spot somebody 
from New Orleans real quick.” 


Between professional engagements, Marguerite lives 
in Memphis now, in a beautiful big home with her hus- 
band, William J. Condon, and their four children, Gregory, 
10, Jimmy, 6, Shirley, 344, and William, 7 months, 

“We keep right on workin’ and havin’ babies at the 
same time,” she said with a smile.

M. SGT. EDWARD R. 
BATES of St. Louis is the

deputy sheriff in St. Louis 
county, is the founder of the 
Little Wanderers Home in 
Wonju, Korea. Although he has 
been back in St. Louis for sev- 
eral years, he still keeps an eye 
on the philanthropic project 
and sends money, clothing and 
toys for its beneficiaries. 


With 18 years of active serv- 
ice behind him, Sgt. Bates is 
now supervisor of all army re- 
cruiting for St. Louis and St.

Their only daughter, Betty 
Clair and her husband, Eugene, 
of 1400 Fournier drive, Web- 
ster Groves, have two small 
daughters whom their grand- 
father adores.

* When he left Korea in late 
1954, after 16 months’ service, 
17 children had been cared for 
in the home. Since then, a 
new building has been con- 
structed, with ac ey of 50. 

“I just happened to be talk- 
ing to a chaplain one day about 
these children who didn’t have 
any parents or any homes, and 
we decided to see what we 
could do about establishing an 
orphanage,” he related. 
talked to the service men and 
a lot of them contributed to it. 
We bought the property and 
got some Korean men to build 
it for us.

= IN THE FOURTH ARTICLE of this series we dis- 
casend the possible exclusion of “sick pay” from your gross 
income.

With those figures in 
hand, you can now deter- 
mine whether you will be 
better off to take the 
standard 10 per cent 
deduction allowed for 
certain personal expenses, 
or whether you should 
itemize them on page 2 
of form 1040. (You can't 
itemize your deductions 
on form 1040A, but you 
are automatically given 
credit for the standard 
10 per cent off.) 

The basic figure you 
have to work with is your “adjusted gross income,” which 
means your total taxable income minus your “sick pay” 
and job-connected expenses. 
=" On line 5 of the first page of the form 1040 you list 
Your gross wages and compensations. On line 6(a) you 
Can list your business expenses, and on line 6/b) your sick 
Pay: exclusion. Add the figures on lines 6(a) and 6(b), and 
subtract the total from line 5. The remainder is your ad- 
justed gross income if you have no income from other 
sources such as interest, dividends, etc. If you list no sick 
pay exclusion or job-connected expenses, the amount on 
line 5 would be your adjusted gross income.

The standard deduction allowed to all is 10

' If you itemize your deductions, you can forget both 
the 10 per cent and the dollar limits.

Gen- 
erally, these contributions may not exceed 20 per cent of 
your adjusted gross income.

* INTEREST—This includes interest on your home 
mortgage or on a bank loan or other personal debt. The

You 
ear deduct medical expenses that exceed that amount. 
‘3 Persons 65 or older may ignore the three per cent 
rule on their own medical bills, but not the one per cent 
limitation on drugs and medicines. 


TAXES—In general you can deduct most of the non- 
federal taxes you paid during 1957. This would include 
state, county or city retail sales taxes, personal property 
takes, real estate taxes, state or city income taxes, state 
gasoline taxes, poll taxes, auto license fees, etc. However, 
you can't deduct federal exeise taxes on your personal 
expenditures, water taxes, hunting licenses, dog licenses, 
fégeral social security payments, auto inspection fees or 
t&xs’ paid by you for another person. 


CASUALTY LOSSES AND THEFTS—tThe law allows 
you to deduct any loss not covered by insurance, from the 
destruction of your property in a fire, storm, automobile 
accident, shipwreck, hurricane, flood or other natural 
forces. You can deduct your losses from theft in the year 
af. discovery, but not losses from misplacing articles of 
Value. Damage to your car by collision or other accident 
ean be deducted if due merely to faulty driving, but not 
if due to your wilful act or negligence. 


CARE OF CHILDREN AND DISABLED DEPENDENTS 

—A deduction of up to $600 may be claimed by employed 
women and men who are widowed, legally separated or 
divorced, for the care of certain dependents. The basic 
rules are that the care must be necssary to allow the tax- 
payer to work or seek Work and that the dependent be 
Under 12 or physically and mentally unable to care for 
himself. 
—A married woman can claim the deduction only if she 
PS a joint return with her husband. Furthermore, the 
ction must be reduced by the amount the combined 
stéd gross income exceeds $4500. Thus, if the com- 
bined adjusted gross income is $5000, the deduction must 
becreduced by $500. And you do not get a flat deduction

IT IS ROUNDUP TIME In 
TV this season and the bloom 
is on the sage and the un- 
Sagacious alike. 
Everybody is watching west- 
erns, the ratings tell .us. 

What's the reason for the 
popularity of the oaters? 
Well, I'd say a combination 
of two things: Strong, uncom- 
plicated narratives and 
strong, uncomplicated char- 
acters. 

There has been a lot of talk 
about “Adult” westerns (Joke: 
an aduit western is one in 
which all Indians who are shot 
must be over 21) and a lot of 
talk about psychological over- 
tones (Joke: There’s a western 
coming up called “Have Couch, 

Will Travel’), but actually 
most westerns are fairly un- 
cluttered. 

You can always spot the vil- 
lain: In the desert, he’s the 
one who wants to drink up 
all the water; in town, he’s 
the one who wants to drink up 
all the whisky. And you can al- 
ways spot the hero: He's the 
guy strapped to the tree try- 
ing to work loose the knots. 
There’s no sense of strain in- 
volved in trying to place our- 
selves in the plot. 

But I think the most appeal- 
ing thing about westerns to 
those of us who are city and 
town pent, hemmed in by civ- 
ilization, bank loans, taxes and 
the web of our daily lives, is 
the ‘free-wheeling, unencum- 
bered looseness of the west- 
ern hero 

Almost 
loner. 

Another thing that appeals 
to us in this age of compro- 
mise is the strong moral code 
of the western hero. He has 
strong feelings about good 
and evil and he stands tall 
on the side of uncomplicated 
good.
